CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS 


The Carlisle Bank Bill Vigorously 


Attacked. 


WASHINGTON, December 19—The de- 


bate on tho currency bill continued un- 
interrupted in tbe house today; Messrs. 
Johnson, Republican of Indiana, and 
Ellis, Democrat of Kentucky, .opposed it 
and Warner, Democrat of New York, 
supported it. The speech of Ellis was 
rather'sensational in character and tbo 
applause it received from the free silver 
Democrats indicated plainly tbe unalter- 
able opposition of the silver men of tbe 
house to the Carlisle plan. Mr. Bland 
gave notice that he would offer hia free 
silver bill aa a substitute for the bill. 


Ellis, Democrat, of Kentucky, made a 


vigorous attack on the Carlisle bank 
bill. Be charged the Democratic party 
in* congreia .with being false to their 
promises in not passing a tariff bill for 
•.revenue only; in not repealing outright 
the 10 per cent tax on state bank*, and 
in not restoring silver to its position as 
a money metal on the same terms with 
gold,: The Democratic promises, he 
eaid, will not be redeemed until the 
people elect a Democratic President. 
When that day comes the chief execu- 
tive will not be chosen from that small 
and elect class who believe that all the 
financial integrity and capacity in this 
country is quarantined on Manhattan 
island. 


SENATE. 


Practically all the time of tbe senate 


was occupied today by speech on the 
Nicaragua canal bill. Mr. Turpie, Dem 
ocrat, Indiana, who has been speaking 
daily since Monday, 
completed his 
speech against the bill. Senator Per- 
kins of California favored building the 
canal and pointed out the benefits which 
he thought would accrue from its coir 
struction.

Interview With Dr. Pedlar 


Senator-Elect. 


A NEW ROAD LAW ADVOCATED 


Appointment of Deputies Should be 


In the Hands of the Su- 


pervisors. 


The legislature of California meets on 


January ^th, and there is work enough 
to'keeplitbuey. Preanocounty'expects 
several things dorie for ita benefit.- Dr 
A. J. Pwltar, tenator-flleet -from tbfJB 
district, was seen yesterday by a reporter 
and was aeked if be had made up hia 
mind do what the county needed in the 
way o( legislation, fie replied: that he 
bad given considerable thought to the 
subject, and had formed a general idea 
of what should be done, but bad not in 
all cases reached a conclusion satisfac- 
tory to himself as to the particulars. 
Continuing, he said: 


"The present system of working the 


roads is not the beat. It is lax and ex- 
pensive. Bills for work are nol Item- 
ized with busineflB accuracy, yet they 
are technically Itemized. A bill show- 
ing that seven men and seven teams 
worked ten days is not enough. It 
should state the names of the men, the 
kind of teams and that the dave were 
full days. • 


"I have talked with many people in 


different parts of the county both before 
and since the election, and I think it is 
the general sentiment, that there should 
be a change in the system of work. The 
county should be divided into road dis- 
tricts, say fifteen in number, and each 
district should elect its road overseer, 
the same aa other district officers. Each 
overseer should receive the money for 
his district, to be expended as .he 
thinks best. 
He should make a re- 


port yearly to the supervisors, I think 
this would give better satisfaction than 
the present system. 


"1 believe a supervisor should be re- 


Suired to live in hia district so long as 
e holds office in it. 
"I believe in reducing county ex- 


penses aa much as can be done wl'hout 
detriment to public service, 
Official 


salaries in some instances are too high, 
but there are other instances of greater 
extravagance. There are also ways of 
reducing expenses besides cutting 110 a 
month off the salaries of deputies. 


"The question of deputies is one not 


easily disposed of. Toe law must be 
uniform all over the state. This is diffi- 
cult where there are so many classes of 
counties. The legislature is not the best 
judge of tbe number of deputies needed 
fn each olllce. The same number is not 
needed at all tlmee of the year. The 
amount ol business varies. Borne years 
more are needed than in others, and 
perhaps more are necessary in one part 
ot the year than in another. The plan I 
have in mind will satisfy this condition, 
I think. 1 would have the legislature 
provide such deputies for each office as 
are absolutely necessary all the time, 
and no more. I would delegate to tbe 
board of supervisors power to appoint 
additional deputies from time to time 
is needed. For instance, if the tax col- 
lector needs one or more extra deputies 
during the busy time of the year, let tbe 
supervisors appoint them. When they 
are no longer needed let them be dis- 
pensed with. Under this method there 
would be 
no deputies except just 


enough to do tho work of tho ol&ces by 
putting in full home. 


"I would have the law provide ex- 


plicitly that tho supervisors should not 
under any circumstances have any say as 
to who should be the deputies. The su- 
pervisors should allow the deputy when 
needed and the officer by whom he is 
needed should appoint him. Ttna is 
the only sensible way. The supervisors 
are the best judges of the number of 
deputies necessary. 
They 
certainly 


could determine tbia more readily than 
would be possible with the legislature. 
While I would take from the supervisors 
some of their power in road matters, I 
would increase their powers in th = mat- 
ter of deputies. 


"The wholesale arresting of tramps 


and Chinese gamblers ia an expensive 
official practice without corresponding 
benefit to the people. 


"The third court was not an absolute 


necessity when it was created, and there 
>B not even a suspicion of necessity for 
its further existence. Neither tho pres- 
ent nor the incoming governor should 
ippoint ft successor to Judge Holmes. 
The legislature should abolish one de- 
partment of our court, and I shall go to 
Sacramento with a bill prepared to that 
end."

TO REVIVE SHIPPING INTER- 


ESTS. 


BASIC PRINCIPLES AND HUM 


BUG. 


Undoubtedly there are too manycpeo- 


pie in thiB world who form positive 
opinions based wholly upon the -evi- 
dence of things seen upon the surface, 
without any regard to underlying, fun- 
damental principles, but this fact does 
not give a license to every scribbler with 
a hobby to prate of "basic principles" 
and to thrust his ^pgjjjSjP011 tnePeo' 
pie under the claimSsKat they are 
founded upon fondanrehtal facts and 
must be accepted regardless of the lee- 
eons of practical experience. 


A recent writer in the Atena appeals 


to basic principles for proof of hia con- 
tention that neither this nor any other 
government has the right to In amy way 
restrict foreign immigration. This po- 
sition is taken on the "broad ground" 
that all men have the right to go where 
they please on this earth, and that it is 
not the prerogative of any government 
to interfert with that right. The writer 
admits that restrictive laws have been 
enacted, bnt says: 


True, our congress attemps to enact 


laws to prevent people from coming to 
this country; but all such lawn are sim- 
ply tyrannical usurpations of power, 
without the slightest shadow of right be- 
hind them. Tablic sentiment may eae- 
tain them, just as it sustained the 
superstition of the divine right of kings 
to rule and rob the people; just as it 
sustained for centuries the laws for the 
burning of heretics; just aa it sustains 
today alt sorts of laws that interfere 
with the divine right of every man to 
free thought, free speech, free labor, 
free land and free trade; but m the 
very nature of things all such lawa are 
void for wantof authority—void because 
there ie no power on ear.th that has any 
right, or ever can have any right, to en- 
act them. 


This sort of stuff does not look bad in 


print, and it describes a theory tena- 
ciously held by a good many people, 
but when submitted to the crucial teat 
of experience its weakness and worth- 
lefisness ii at once exposed. 


The experience of this republic dem- 


onstrates to every practical mind that, 
not withstand inc the beautiful free trade, 
free land, and free everything theories, 
that the restriction of immigration is 
not only a right but a necessity—-a ne- 
cessity born of tbc dovino right of eelf- 
protection. Even the zealous advocates 
ol universal liberty will hardly deny 
the right of a healthy nation to set up 
barriers against people afllictcd with 
Asiatic cholera. None the lees have 
they the right to bar out a people brlnn- 
ing infections which are poisoning the 
moral and political life of the nation, 
degrading social conditions and 
im- 


planting III the public muiil anil cun- 
Bcienoe the elements of decay and dis- 
eolation. 


The theory maintained by the advo- 


cates of uoU'iuterfereuce would permit 
the continuous unloading upon theie 
shores of the anarchist and criminal 
Kum of all Christendom, the surplus 
population of the Chinese empire, and 
the degraded and brutalized produc- 
tion of centuries of ignorance and bar- 
bartflm. No limit must be put upon it, 
uo distinction can be made. The intel- 
ligence and patriotism of the republic 
may b« buried beneath this swelling 
tide of human ignorance and degrada- 
tion, bnt the "basic principles" of hu- 
man liberty deny tho right to stay the 
tide and preserve the people the heri- 
tage of a government of the people,com- 
poaed of people who are fit for self gov- 
ernment. 


\Vhe» the founders of this govern- 


ment declared its independence, they 
did ao with a view to establishing on 
American soil a government which 
would be superior in its advantages to 
the maseea of the people to any other 
government on tho earth. The fullness 
of time has demonstrated that if those 
advantages are to be made perpetual, If 
a higher standard of citizenship, of edu- 
cation, of living and of wages are to be 
maintained, that certain barriers mnet 
be maintained between this country and 
those which have a lower standard of 
citir-enship, of wages, and of living. To 
protect tho American citizen in these 
advantages laws have been enacted, and 
the only mistake which has been made 
is in the lack of stringency and effective- 
ness which have characterized those 
laws aimed at the restriction of immi- 
gration. Protective 
tariff 
measures 


have prevented destructive competition 
with the degraded labor of tho old world, 
but thelawe have not prevented an influx I 
of multitudes of the worst foreign ele-' 
ment, not only to the injury of Ameri- 
can labor but to every class and condi- 
tion of the American people. 


To deny that an enlightened people 


have tbe right to protect their superior 
civilisation 
from 
the contaminating 


presence of tbe ignorant and degraded 
offscourings of other nations, or to pro- 
tect their people from the degrading 
competition of menial labor, ie to deny 
a right that is superior in every eenee to 
the theoretical right of every man to go 
wherever ho chooses. With the latter 
theory in force the American people 
might as well move on and let the Chi- 
nese take possession of this country at 
once. Better that than the attempt to 
compete with them in unrestricted num- 
bare upon our own Foil, 


Tho Stockton Mail eays: 
Among the plans broached for tho 


benefit of American shipping interests 
is one providing for a system of discrim- 
inating duties favoring poods imported 
in American vessels. That is, charge 
goods imported in foreign ships 10 per 
cent higher duty than goods brought 
here in American vessels. It is claimed 
for this plan that it would aid every 
class of American shipping, and would 
also increase the revenues of the gov- 
ernment, so sadly needed at the-present 
time. We should have ships and sea- 
men in time of war, and a large part of 
the $200,000,000 paid abroad annually 
by Americans for transportation would 
be saved to us. Such a law would do 
away Jwith the necessity for mail sub- 
sidies, and it may be considered a com- 
promise between free ships and boun- 
ties. 


THE REPUBLICAN agrees with its Stock- 


ton contemporary that the protection 
afforded by the suggested law would 
prove tbe salvation of American ship- 
ping, if, indeed, that may be pavec 
which must all be constructed anew, 
There never was an excuse for the ex- 
tinction of American shipping interests, 
and the plan suggested would doubtless 
go far to bring back the vitality that 
once characterized that industry. 


CONTROLLER COLOAN says in hie annua' 


report that many items of expense now 
permissible under the law can be elim- 
inated without injury to the state. Un- 
doubtedly this is true, and among the 
chief duties of our representatives-elect 
will be that of assisting to cut off these 
unnecessary expenses. The necessary 
legitimate expenses of a growing state 
like this are large enough in all reason 
and extravagances must be dispensed 
with.

Tlie Mutual Council Exoiieratea the 


Trustees aud Hr. Coltius in 


the Armenian Affair. 


The mutual counsel appointed to de- 


termine the matters at issue between 
the trustees of the Fftst Congregational 
church of this city and certain "ag- 
grieved members," chiefly Armenians, 
represented for the purposes of the trial 
by the Congregational churches of Oak- 
land and Tulare, resumed its duties yes- 
terday morning. 


At the close of the previous evening's 


session the Rev. W. W. Scudder asked 
to have read a protest agreed to by the 
the Rev. W. Frear, but the moderator, 
if ter learning Us .purport, ruled it but 
of order, and on appeal was sustained 
by the council. It ia understood that 
the protest was againat continuing the 
inquiry, on the ground that the decis- 
ion of the council would be of no effect, 
as the Armenians had refused to recog- 
nize the council as a legal one. 


The trustees of the church also pre- 


sented an ultimatum which was received 
and filed. It stated their resolve not to 
enter into a mutual council with the ag- 
grieved members and their desire that 
the decision of this council be the final 
termination of the question. 


Rev. Dr. McLean produced for the 


prosecution a protest signed by forty-two 
''aggrieved members" of the church, 
which had been presented to the ex- 
parte council previously held. The pro- 
test was received and placed on Hie. 
The names of the signers were called 
for, but could not be produced. 


Deacon Colson, on behalf of the trus- 


tees, testified that many of the namea 
were those of persons who are not mem- 
bers of the church and never had been. 


Rev. G. B. Hatch gave testimony in 


support of Deacon Colson, and said that 
sixteen of those who had signed the 
E 


rotest were not members of the church, 
.ev. J. K. Harrison also supported tho 


statement of Deacon Co!aon. 


Rev. H. M. Teuney said that in pur- 


suance of instructions he had called on 
Mr. Joacphian and endeavored to ob- 
tain the alleged insulting letter written 
to that gentleman by Rev. J. H. Collins, 
but had been unable to procure tho 
document, which waa believed to be 
01ed away with the records of the ex- 
partc council. 


Miss Gray testified in regard to tho

Dr. McLean 
then gave a lengthy review of the whole 
controversy, aud mvital the attention 
of the council to one Important fact 
connected with the Armenians.

said substantially that much of their 
apparent jealousy, seueitiveiiesa and 
listruet arose from tlie fact that they 
tad been an oppreaaed people at home, 
and their assertion of freedom was a 
natural result of this oppression, now 
hat they are ia a free country, it was 
lot 
unnatural 
that the 
Armenian 


brethren should appear to accept things 
calmly on the (surface aud yet ehow the 
contrary in spirit. The present condi- 
ion of things was extremely painful to 
iim, and he had discharged an unpleas- 
ant duty in the best way he could. 


On motion the council went into ex- 
cutive session to prepare a decision on 
he whole matter.

A. Vartanian, published 
in a local paper, and by the records of 
the tustimoiiy taken at the ex-parto 
council. 


Deacon Colson presented the answer 


of tho church trustees, and teatilled that 
BO far Irotn Mr. Binanian having been 
forcibly removed, tho fact was that a 
whispered conversation took place aa lie 
and Mr. Slnaniau walked down the 
church. He had acted under tlie im- 
pression that Mr. Sinanlau waa a 
drunken person who was disturbing the 
service, and only wished to have him re- 
tire from tho room In order to ascertain 
tho facts. When these were learned 
Mr. Slnanian and those with him wero 
invited to return, but refused. 


A letter from S. Luther to Hev. Mr. 


Sargent with regard to tho removal of 
Mr. Sinanian was produced and filed 
OhanLaian, of the Armenians, mtulc 
some remarks on the matter, and an- 
swered questions put by members sf tho 
council. Rev. J. U. Collins testified as 
to hia connection with tho occurrence 
and tho seating of persona in pews, and 
answered questions put by Ohnnisiati. 


The council then took up tho tenth 


charge, that the trustees had refused to 
jike proper notice of the complaint of 
,he Armenians about tho treatment of 
Mr, Shmiiiim, and the trustees pro- 
duced evidence in rebuttal, particularly 
the resolutions passml at a meeting in 
which the conduct of Mr. Sinanian was 
censured. 


Rev. J. H. Collins denied that he had 


iaed the wtmld, "Uasuo uf Hus," exc 
in conversation with a newspaper re- 
porter, and then only in reference to a 
iiewspaper publication. Charges eleven 
and twelve were subatiuitiuliy of the 
aiunc kind. In rebuttal of the luttur, 
the trustees produced written statements 
from Kov. W. H. Martin, Rev. 1>. II. 
Gillan and Kov. II. U. Turner, all of 
this city 


Charge thirteen, thut the Armenian 


had been discriminated against in vnri 
QUB ways and stricken off the rolls with- 
out notice, was answered by the testi- 
mony oi Deacon Ooleon to the effect that 
Americans as well as Armenians were 
dropped from tho rolls at tho tima re- 
ferred to without any attempt to recog- 
nize nationality. 


After an hour's recess Itev. J. 11. Col- 


lins made a personal denial thnt he hat]
